Last  week.  In  announcing  the  death  of  Mr. 
Francis  Ross.  It  was  said  that  he  “was  believed 
to  be  Victoria's  oldest  living  native  son." 

R.  C.  Keane,  honorary  secretary  of  Victoria 
branch.  Canadian  Pensioners'  Association,  says 
that  William  Duck  was  born  in  Victoria.  April 
1 1666.  and  was  thus  13  months  older  than 
Mr.  Rosa,  who  was  born  May  24.  1867. 

Mr.  Keane  writes:  “Since  the  death  of  hls 
wife.  Mr.  Duck  has  made  his  home  with  his 
daughter.  Mr*  lima  South,  at  1909  Duchess 
Street.  He  Is  the  son  of  the  late  Simeon  and 
Sarah  Duck  Simeon  Duck  arrtvrd  in  Victoria 
In  1859.  and  Sarah  Duck  In  I860.  Simeon  Duck 
proceeded  to  the  Fraser  River  mining  grounds 
and  not  being  successful  In  that,  returned  to 
Victoria,  where  he  established  a carriage  fac- 
tory and  built  the  fftst  tsiggy  on  Vancouver 
Island.  He  also  held  many  prominent  posi- 
tion* In  Victoria,  and  was  a member  of  the 
rirat  legislature  of  British  Columbia  after 
Confederation,  and  subsequently  became 
minister  of  finance.

A year  ago  L’.S.  diplo- 
mats thought  European  govern 
ments  would  see  it  the  same  way 
But  France  wanted  a.  clear  and 
concise  guarantee  that  she  would 
not  have  to  watch  Idly  while 
some  new  movement  in  Germany 
threatened  her  as  did  the  rise 
of  Hitler.  France  wants  to  be 
everlastingly  sure  that  thuv  new 
iGciman  divisions  can  never  be 
I turned  against  France,  and  that 
(Germany  will  not  be  able  to  use 
its  new  strength  to  bargain  with 
Russia  or.  once  more,  to  Join  with 
Moscow  in  an  anti  Western  en- 
tente. 

The  Germans  have  a real 
guarantee,  however,  against  any 
capricious  use  or  the  clause.  That 
is  the  fundamental  need  of  the 
Allies  for  German  rnnpcratlon  in 
defense  against  Russia.

Where  Will  It  End? 


nnHE  Canadian  railways,  like  Oliver  Twist, 
1 are  asking  for  more.  The  two  trans- 
continental roads,  through  the  Railway 
A.ssoclation  which-,  speaks  for  them,  have 
filed  applications  with  the  federal  transport 
board  for  an  interim  increase  in  freight  rates 
of  seven  per  rent,  to  bp  followed  by  a further 
Increase  of  nine  per  cent  at  some  later  time. 
The«*»  applieations  are  strangely  reminiscent 
of  their  prototypes  successively  in  the  last 
three  years.  First  the  interim  application 
with  a request  for  more  presently,  and  then 
the  interim  order  with  a promise  of  more 
goon.  That  is  not  to  sav  that  the  transport 
commissioners  give  in  at  the  first  push,  but 
merely  that  the  results  so  far  have  been 
uniformly  in  favor  of  the  railways,  and 
uniformly  against  the  seven  protesting 
provinces,  which  understand  clearly  enough 
what  all  this  is  doing  to  their  own  economy. 

It  Is  by  means  of  urtceasing  anplications 
for  higher  freight  rates,  unremittingly  pur- 
sued for  several  years,  that  the  two  trans- 
continental roads  hUve  worked  their  freight 
tariffs  up  to  the  peak  where  they  stand 
today.  The  current  applications,  if  granted, 
would  involve  another  straight  increase  of 
16  per  cent  in  freight  costs  for  those  who 
pav  them.  That  means,  in  effect,  that 
Canadian  business  firms  would  have  to  raise 


another  $80,000,000  a year  to  pay  for  the 
movement  of  goods.  A special  request  is 
being  made  this  time  on  domestic  grain 
cartage,  and  if  that  is  granted  up  again 
would  go  the  cost  of  livestock  and  poultry 
feeds.  Meanwhile  every  item  moved  under 
fhp  proposed  tariff  Increases  would  absorb 
more  in  its  carrying  charges  and  therefore 
would  cost  more  to  the  public,  because  no 
manufacturer  is  going  to  deduct  transporta- 
tion costs  from  his  prices  these  days. 

The  question  is  where  will  all  this  end’ 
This  process  is  inflationary'  in  every  visible 
form.  It  contributes  to  the  driving  down  of 
the  value  of  the  Canadian  dollar  in  terms  of 
real  worth  It  loads  additional  costs  on  to 
the  back  of  business,  for  transfer  in  due 
course  to  the  public.  The  public,  having  no 
similar  means  of  recouping  itself,  just  pays 
the  shot  or  goes  without  th'ese  goods  and 
services.  In  spite  of  risen  labor  and  material 
costs  it  has  not  been  shown  that  the  rail- 
ways have  exhausted  other  and  more  direct 
means  of  holding  down  their  ballooning 
costs.  Annual  reQprts  year  after  year  dis- 
close this  running  to  the  transport  board  to 
have  been  the  easiest  way.  and  the  one 
uniformly  followed.  Meanwhile  the  provinces 
are  brushed  aside,  and  the  Dominion 
condone*  It  all.  x 


Defense  Needs  Recognized 


HTHE  Dominion  government  * new  ap- 
1 proach  to  the  question  of  a route  for 
Victoria's  projected  new  Island  Highway 
outlet  gives  welcome  assurance  that  the 
defense  factor.  apparently  ignored  by  the 
provincial  government,  will  receive  proper 
attention  by  the  federal  authorities.  Hitherto 
the  project,  forming  part  of  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway,  has  been  treated  as  a 
matter  of  purely  civilian  interest.  Negotia- 
tions as  to  route  have  been  conducted 
between  the  provincial  government  and  the 
federal  department  of  resources  and  devel- 
opment, which  has  charge  of  transcon- 
tinental highway  policy. 

From  the  provincial  government's  first 
announcement  of  the  impractical  route 
chosen  for  the  new  southern  section  of  the 
Island  Highway  the  Colonist  has  condemned 
the  government’s  failure  to  seize  this  oppor- 
tunity to  provide  two  entirely  separate 
outlets:  one  for  up-Ialand  traffic  on  a new' 
line  by-passing  built-up  areas,  the  other 
connecting  with  the  West  Coast  Road  and 
serving  the  military  establishments  of  that 
area.  This  newspaper  waged  a virtually 
single-handed  campaign  for  recognition  of 
defense  as  well  as  civilian  needs  until 
Ma.|.-On.  G.  R Pearkes.  V.C..  In  response 
to  a telegram  from  Mr.  J.  S Cunningham 


of  Langford,  raised  the  issue  in  parliament 
Then  the  Astonishing  discovery  was  madr 
that  the  defense  authorities  had  not  been 
consulted  on  something  so  vital  as  the  route 
of  a new  main  traffic  artery  through  a 
defense  zone. 

Since  then,  thanks  to  Gen.  Pearkns’  per- 
severance, matters  have  taken  a much  more 
encouraging  turn.  Discussion  of  the  route 
question  is  being  reopened,  and  has  been 
broadened  to  take  in  the  national  defense 
department,  with  the  probability  that  the 
department  of  health  and  welfare  (which  is 
responsible  for  civil  defense)  also  will  be 
consulted.  National  defense  already  has 
been  asked  by  resources  and  development  to 
consider  contributing  to  the  extra  cost  if 
British  Columbia  will  agree  to  a new'  route: 
and  civil  defense  has  been  made  cognizant 
of  the  situation  as  a result  of  Mai. -Gen. 
Wo  thinertnn'*  recent  detailed  Inspection. 

Thus  there  Is  reason  to  hope  that  the 
outcome  of  new  negotiations  with  a new 
provincial  government  will  be  a highway 
system  meeting  present  and  future  needs 
of  this  region,  taking  into  account  defense 
as  well  as  civilian  requirements.  If  that  is 
the  happy  result,  this  further  delay  to  an 
already  long  delayed  project  will  be  worth 
while. 


Why  Not  Raise  the  Bounty? 


r cannot  be  a pleasant  thought  that  a 
eougar  may  camp  at  anv  moment  on  one's 
verandah,  day  or  night.  Or  that  one  might 
step  out  of  doors  into  the  backyard  and  have 
this  predatory  animal  take  a piece  out  of 
one’s  leg.  We  are  told  frequently  that 
cougars  will  slink  away  from  rather  than 
attack  human  being*,  but  that  does  not  seem 
to  be  the  experience  of  the  Smiths  of 
Kvuquot. 

Up  in  that  lonely  area  on  the  west  coast 

of  the  Island  a fisherman  and  his  wl Ic  are 
engaged  In  a prolonged  battle  with  cougars 
Mrs.  Smith  has  Just  bagged  her  second 
animal  In  two  months,  as  the  result  of 
vigilant  and  cou^geous  sharpahooting.  Her 
husband  recently  killed  another  after  being 
clawed  In  close  combat.  Three  of  their  dogs 
have  been  lost  to  marauding  cougars  A 
few  years  ago  a small  Indian  boy  met  death 
in  the  same  area  from  the  same  cause. 


Residents  of  the  Kvuquot  district  are 
thus  kept  constantly  on  the  alert  against  a 
proved  danger,  a disturbing  way  of  life  for 
peaceful  settler5;  They  hope  that  the  gov- 
ernment will  raise  the  bounty  on  cougars, 
in  order  to  make  the  hunt  worth  a hunter's 
time  and  perhaps  rid  the  area  of  this  menace 
or  at  least  greatly  reduce  it.  The  present 
bounty  Is  *?0. 

Many  other  things  divert  government 
attention  these  days,  hut  a moment  might 
be  spared  for  the  plight  of  a community 
apparently  badly  In  need  of  relief  of  this 
kind.  If  a more  attractive  bounty  resulted 
in  a slight  run  on  the  treasury  because  of 
the  cougar  hunts  that  might  ensue  all  over 
the  Island,  that  would  be  all  to  the  good. 
Cougars  are  romantic  to  read  about  from 
a distance,  but  that  they  are  a hazard  in 
one's  backyard  there  can  he  no  doubt.  They 
also  destroy  their  own  weight  in  deer  every 
day.

meana  that  the  ■rxalled  arrears  of  premium 
which  ahe  has  to  pay  was  not  Insurance  but 
penalty,  since  the  department  accepted  no  liability 
It  connection  with  It.

place  to  live  in. 
But  It  takes  a lot 
of  beating  never 
the  less.

Norman  what  they  were  iff  the  good 
old  days,  still  is  a lucrative  business. 
Bui  in  common  with  so  many  finan- 
cial endenvors.  this  type  of  banking  ha* 
passed  largely  from  private  hands  tnio 
the  lap  of  officialdom 
With  the  ascendency  of  govern- 
ment—or.  more  precisely,  super-gov- 
ernment in  the  financial  field,  a cer- 
tain amount  of  waste  motion  and 
inefficiency  in  banking  might  be 
expected.  ' But  the  International  Bank 
for  Reconstruction  and  Development, 
after  five  year*  of  operation.  L*  firmly 
in  the  h|ark  In  fact  the  world  hank” 
is  even  thinking  ol  declaring  a dividend. 

What  started  out  at  Brettnn  Woods 
a*  a glPAtp  In  the  eves  ol  visionaries 
has  turned  out  to  he  a remarkably 
hard-hoiled  operation,  run  b\  hankers 
tinder  bankers'  rules;  In  five  years 
ihe  world  hank  ha*  lent  more  than 
Si.3OO.O0O.000  without  losing  a cent  in 
sour  investment*.  Whs  I la  more,  not 
one  of  28  nations  which  have  borrowed 
from  the  bank  has  defaulted  on  a 
penny's  principal  or  interest,  or  has 
even  been  late  in  making  loan  repay- 
ment*. The  expected  result  is  a net 
profit  this  fiscal  year  of  $15,600,000. 

Like  that  of  any  big  financial  opera 
tion,  the  world  banV*  organization  Is 
quite  complex.  It  is  capitalized  at 
$8,453,500,000  at  present— rough!)  83 
per  cent  of  Its  authorized  capital  of 
$10,000,000,000.  To  make  It  feasible 
for  a*  many  countries  as  possible  to 
belong,  without  giving  any  nation  a 
free  ride,  it  has  st’rrti  but  not  unreason- 
able memhershtp  criteria.  Each  coun- 
try. on  joining,  must  pledge  2 per  rent 
of  its  stock  subscription  in  gold  or 
dollar*,  plus  another  18  per  cent  In  its 
own  currency.  The  remaining  80  per 
rent  i*  a sort  of  guaraniee  fund,  which 
the  hank  can  get  If  It  needs,  but  ordi- 
narily will  not  call  for 
* a ♦ 

Altogether  51  nations  have  joined  the 
world  bank.  One  of  these.  Czechoslo- 
vakia. la  an  iron  curtain  power,  and 
hA«  had  Utile  or  nothing  to  do  with 
the  hank  In  recent  years.  Yugoslavia, 
the  other  Communist  slate  Involved.  Is 
not  in  the  Russian  sphere. 

The  world  bank  made  its  first  loan 
In  May  of  1947  a $250.nno,000  credit  to 
France  for  reconstruction.  This  loan's 
term*  were  4’*  per  rent  for  30  years 
terms  that  have  been  met  to  the  letter 
so  far.  World  bank  officials  believe 
that  borrowers  are  prompt  to  repay 
bemuse  of  the  Injury  their  credit 
would  suffer  with  other  member  na 
tion*  if  they  defaulted. 

The  French  loan  is  the  largest  to 
date  Whether  It  is  the  most  Important 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  borrow- 
er's nerd  is  another  question.  Cer- 
tainly one  nf  the  most  interesting  loans 
was  one  made  to  India  a year  or  so  ago. 

The  struggling  new  republic  applied 
for,  and  got.  $10,000,000  for  "agricul- 
tural development."  India's  problem 
wa*  that  of  kans  gra«s.  a rank  and 
unbelievably  hardy  weed  fhat  has 
ruined  millions  of  acres  of  badly  needed 
farmland  Because  ihe  root#  of  kans 
gras*  go  down  as  far  as  40  inches.  It 
is  a difficult  weed  to  kill  without  the 
most  advanced  agricultural  Imple-

The  French  and  Indian  loans  turned 
out  to  be  sound  one*,  as  have  the  02 
other*  made  b)  the  world  bank.  But 
the  gimlet-eyed  hanker*  take  no 
chance*.  Altogether,  about  300  loan 
application*  have  been  received 

The  world  bank,  on  receiving  a loan 
application,  is  not  content  io  *u  hack 
and  play  percentages  It  sends  out 
missions  to  scout  ihe  country  involved 
and  weigh  the  proposition  on  the  basis 
of  technical  and  financial  fan*.  .One 
hank  official  says.  "We  consider  it  just 
a*  much  a service  to  a country  to 
refuse  a bad  loan  a*  to  grant  a good 
qne  " 

Sometimes  a loan  looks  better  on 
paper  than  It  does  on  the  ground.  Such 
a case  developed  when  the  Ethiopian 
government  asked  for  a loan  to  set  up 
a radio  telephone  system  between 
Addis  Ababa  and  the  province's.  Cer- 
tainly something  w'a*  needed  in 
Ethiopia.  People  were  standing  In  line 
for  as  much  a*  five  day*  In  some  towns 
before  they  could  place  a call.  In 
general,  Ethiopia  was  In  good  shape 
to  repay  the  loan  So  the  world  hank 
sent  a team  to  Ethiopia  to  get  a first- 
hand look. 

Using  a small  airplane,  the  mission 
shuttled  from  one  end  ol  the  big 
African  kingdom  to  the  other.  And 
when  their  tour  was  over,  they  knew 
more  about  Ethiopian  communications 
than  did  Ethiopia  Itself. 

The  survivor*  found,  for  Instance. 
50.000  steel  telephone  pole*,  erected 
In  the  lOWs  by  the  Malian  occupation. 
They  found  miles  and  miles  of  copper 
wire,  ready  for  stringing  on  the  posts. 
All  this  was  news  tn  the  Addis  Ababa 
government. 

Go  the  world  bank  turned  down  Ihe 
original  loan,  but  recommended  that 
Ethiopia  apply  for  another.  The  up- 
shot was  that  Haile  Selassie  did  not 
gel  a radio-telephone  network,  but  he 
did  get  a conventinonal  phone  system 
that  does  the  Job  Just  ax  well  and 
much  more  cheaply,  too.  thank*  to 
Mussolini  and  his  50.000  phone  pole*. 

Except  for  savings  and  cheeking 
accounta,  the  world  bank  does  virtu- 
ally the  things  for  its  member  nation# 
that  private  banks  in  this  country  do 
for  individual  patron*  Lending  money 
Is  the  big  part,  hut  only  a part,  of  Its 
services. 

Obviously  a «oiind  financial  opera- 
tion must  be  ha*-ed  on  collateral  for 
|n*ns.  This  t*  as  true  of  the  world 
bsnk  as  it  is  of  the  corner  hock  shop.

♦HE  first  Japanese  memorial  In  the 
late  General  Hldeki  Tojo.  hanged 
for  war  crime*  as  Japan* 
planner.  Is  being  erected  near  Nagano, 
In  central  Honshu. 

This  confirm#  the  prediction  of  "old 
Japan  hand*"  that  a monument  to 
Tojo  would  be  erected  long  before  a 
monument  to  General  Douglas  Mac- 
Art  hur. 

The  memorial  Is  an  Impressive  stone 
plaque  dedicated  also  to  six  other  war 
criminals  who  were  hanged  with  Tojo 
at  Sugamo  prison,  in  Tokyo. 

Despite  elaborate  precaution*  by 
army  of  occupation  offtrer*  to  dispose 
of  the  ashes  of  the  bodies  as  noon  as 


they  were  cremated  after  execution, 
the  organizer  of  the  committee  which 
built  the  plaque  announced  blandly 
that  he  already  had  obtained  part 
of  the  ashes  of  the  seven  men  from 
Japanese  at  a crematorium  In  Yoko- 
hama who  had  secreted  the  ashe*  un- 
known to  the  occupation  authorities 
The  epitaph  for  the  plaque  was  writ- 
ten by  Prince  Higaahikuni,  who  was 
the  nation  s’ first  postwar  minister  It 
reads:  ‘The  tomb  of  seven  brilliant 
patriots  who  will  live  for  eternity  '' 

A receri  attempt  to  raise  funds  to 
establish  a memorial  to  MarArthur 
fizzled  out  miserably  when  contrlbu- 
tion*  failed  to  meet  organizing  ex- 
penses.
